I )epart muni  on  the  health  and  sanitarv  conditions  ol  the  Korotigh  ol 
J arrow  lor  t he  \ ear  1 949. 

I lie  following  are  the  main  leatures  ol  the  vital  statistics  lor  the 
Rorough  during  1949. 

Idle  estimated  civilian  population  ol  28,530  furnished  by  the 
Registrar  (ieneral,  showed  an  increase  ol  250  on  the  1948  estimate;  the 
natural  increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths)  was  182.  I lie  live  birth 
rate  was  20.64  per  1,000  civilian  population  and  the  rate  for  still  births 
was  0.59  per  1 ,000. 

Idle  death  rate  for  1949  was  14.26  per  1,000  (civilian)  population 
and  shows  a substantial  increase  on  the  1948  figure  which  was  12.20 
per  1,000. 

The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  was  1.29  per  1,000  in  1949,  an 
increase  on  the  1948  figure  which  was  0.92.  The  pneumonia  death  rate 
was  0.81  in  1949  compared  with  0.71  in  1948.  There  were  no  deaths 
from  scarlet  lever,  diphtheria  or  measles  during-  1 lie  vear.  Four  deaths 
were  recorded  from  Whooping-  Cough  giving-  a death  rate  of  0.14,  and 
five  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea  giving-  a death  rate  of  8.48  as  compared 
with  3.14  in  1948.  One  death  was  assigned  to  maternal  causes  in  1949 
giv  ing  a death  rate  of  1.65. 

The  infantile  mortalitv  rate  was  62.82  per  1,000  live  births  in  1949 
compared  with  54.95  in  1948.  Idle  neo-natal  death  rate  (under  one 
month  ol  age)  was  22.07  per  1,000  live  births. 

Still  births  expressed  as  a rate  per  1,000  total  births  gave  a figure 
ol  28.05  per  1,000.  ddiis  show's  an  increase  on  the  1948  figure  which 
was  25.99. 

Die  total  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  received  in 
1949  was  9.38,  an  increase  ol  212  on  the  previous  year.  Measles  accounted 
for  297  notifications  in  1949  as  compared  with  408  in  1948.  Whooping 
Cough  notifications  totalled  .37,3  in  1949  as  against  72  in  1948,  showing- 
a marked  increase  of  .301  notifications.  There  were  104  notifications  of 
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pneumonia  during  1949  a decrease  o|  15  on  the  previous  vear.  The 
incidence  of  pneumonia  was  11.65  per  1.000  population  compared  with 
4.21  in  1 94S.

Amongst  the  trades  carried  on  on  this 
site  are  electrical  equipment,  drugs,  radio  components,  plastic  moulders, 
mineral  waters,  weavers,  engineering.

1 lie  estimate  ol  population  (28,530)  1 urnished  by  the  Registrar 
(ieneral,  which  applies  to  civilians  only,  showed  an  increase  of  250  on 
the  1948  estimate;  the  natural  increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths) 
was  182. 

1 here  were  589  live  births  and  17  still  births,  giving  respectively  a 
rate  per  1,000  (civilian)  population  of  20.64  and  0.59.  The  live  and  still 
birth  rates  recorded  lor  England  and  \\  tiles  for  1949  are  given  as  16.7 
and  0.39  respectively  per  1,000  total  population. 

The  tot  ill  deaths  registered  during  1949  numbered  407  (14.26  per 
1,000  civ  ilian  population)  which  represents  an  increase  of  62  deaths  on 
the  1948  figure  (345)  and  tin  increase  of  31  on  the  1947  figure  (376).  The 
highest  death  rate  lor  the  Borough  was  23.9  per  1,000  recorded  in  1878. 
The  death  rale  for  England  and  Wales  in  1949  was  11.7  per  1,000  total 
population. 

The  deaths  from  tuberculosis  were  37  (pulmonary  35,  and  2 others) 
which  represents  a rate  of  1.29  per  1,000  population  in  1949  compared 
with  0.92  in  1948  when  19  pulmonarv  ami  7 others  were  recorded.  The 
incidence  rate  of  tuberculosis  as  represented  by  91  notifications  in  1949 
was  3.19  per  1,000  population.  This  showed  a slight,  increase  over  the 

1948  figures  which  were  86  notifications  with  an  incidence  rate  of  3.04 
per  1,000  population. 

There  were  52  deaths  from  Cancer  during  the  year  giving  a total 
rate  of  1.82. 

There  were  no  deaths  irom  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria 
during  1949.  There  were  live  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  under  two  years 
of  age. 

'The  Pneumonia  deaths  were  23,  giving  a rate  ol  0.81  per  1,000  as 
compared  with  0.71  in  1948  when  the  number  registered  from  this  cause 
was  20.  There  were  four  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  and  five  from 
Influenza  during  the  year. 

There  was  one  maternal  death. 

The  total  number  of  infant  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  was  36  in 

1949  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  62.82  per  1,000  live  births 
compared  with  54.95  in  1948.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1949 
is  given  as  32  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  was  22.07  per  1,000  live  births  with 
13  infant  deaths  (under  a month  old)  in  1949.  The  neo-natal  mortality 
rate  in  1948  was  21.98  per  1,000  live  births.

V.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Water  Supply. — The  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Com- 
pany supplies  the  Borough  with  a pi  peel  supply  of  water  which  is  satis- 
factorily constant  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Service  pipes  are  laid  on  to  all  premises  within  the  Borough,  but  in 
a proportion  of  the  older  dwelling  houses  the  pipes  are  carried  only  into 
the  yards,  and  not  actually  into  the  houses.  There  is  no  evidence  of  the 
water  supply  having  any  plumbo-solvent  action.  The  Company  carries 
out  bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  of  water  from  each  well  and 
reservoir  monthly,  and  from  the  town  supply  as  represented  by  tap 
samples,  weekly. 


Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water. — Sixteen  samples  of  water 
were1  submitted  to  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Ponteland 
Road,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 

Three  samples  were  taken  from  food  preparing  premises  and  were 
certified  to  be  bacteriologically  satisfactory  samples  of  water. 

Twelve  samples  were  sent  lor  examination  in  connection  with 
investigations  relating  to  an  outbreak  ol  Paratyphosus  B.  No  organisms 
of  the  enteric  group  nor  any  other  pathogenic  organisms  were  found  in 
these  samples.  One  sample  of  water  taken  from  the  Municipal  Swim- 
ming Bath  was  sent  for  examination,  and  the  Analyst’s  report  was  as 
follows 

‘Probable  number  of  coliform  bacilli, 

MacConkey  2 days  37°  Nil  per  100  ml.’

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.

VIII.  Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious 

and  other  Diseases. 


During  1949  there  were  no  alterations  to  the  list  of  notifiable  dis- 
eases. The  total  number  ol  iniectious  diseases  notifications  received 
during  the  year  was  988  compared  with  726  in  1948.  Measles  and 
whooping  cough  were  responsible  for  297  and  878  notifications  respec- 
tively, compared  with  408  and  72  in  1948.  Disregarding  the  notifications 
ol  measles  and  whooping  cough  the  remaining  notifications  totalled  268 
as  compared  with  246  in  1948. 

Increases  which  occurred  on  the  annual  figures  for  1948  were:  — 
Scarlet  fewer  9,  Ervsipelas  8,  Puerperal  Pyrexia  1,  Ccrebro  Spinal 
Fever  1,  Acute  Poliomyelitis  2,  W hooping  Cough  801,  Paratyphoid 
f ever  29,  and  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  15. 

A decrease  ol  111  was  recorded  on  the  number  ol  measles  notiliea- 
t ions. 

Reductions  also  occurred  in  the  number  of  eases  of  pneumonia — 15, 
ophthalmia  neonatorum — 8,  and  non-pulmonarv  tuberculosis — 10. 

No  eases  ol  the  following  diseases  were  notified  : -diphtheria, 
polioencephalitis,  encephalitis  lethargica,  dysentery,  smallpox,  enteric 
fever  or  malaria. 

It  was  not  lound  necessary  to  close  anv  schools  during  the  vear  on 
account  ol  iniectious  diseases. 

1.  Scarlet  Fever. 

I he  total  number  ol  new  eases  notified  during  the  vear  was  26.  No 
return  eases  occurred.  I he  disease  was  ol  a mild  character  and  no 
deaths  were  recorded. 
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2.  Diphtheria. 

There  were  no  cases  oi  Diphtheria  notified  during'  the  year.

During  the  year  16,000  units  ol  antitoxin  were  distributed  to  the 
medical  practitioners  of  the  Borough. 

3.  Pneumonia. 

104  notifications  were  received  during  1949  as  compared  with  119  in 
1948,  the  majority  of  the  eases  occurring  during  the  winter  months.  The 
greatest  number  of  cases  were  found  to  be  in  the  Central  Ward.  15 
notifications  related  to  children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  in  comparison 
with  28  for  the  precious  year.  6 cases  of  pneumonia  were  treated  in 
hospital. 

4.  Erysipelas. 

11  notifications  were  received  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  3 on 
the  previous  year.  One  case  was  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

5.  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

4 notifications  were  received  during  the  year.  One  case  was 
admitted  to  Hospital. 

6.  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year  and  admitted  to  hospital. 
The  patient  later  died. 

7.  Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  were  notified  and  admitted  to  hospital.  No  deaths  were 
reported. 

S.  Measles. 

Notifications  o(  tins  disease  showed  a decrease  from  408  in  1948  to 
297  in  1949,  the  greatest  number  occurring  in  the  5 — 10  age  group. 
2 cases  were  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital;  there  were  no  deaths. 

9.  Whooping  Cough. 

Notifications  totalled  373  compared  with  72  in  1948.  Ol  these,  10 
cases  were  treated  in  Hospital.  There  were  four  deaths  from  this  cause, 
occurring'  in  children  under  5 years  of  age. 

10  Tuberculosis. 


The  total  number  of  new  cases  notified  during  1949  was  93,  pul- 
monary 74  and  non-pulmonary  17.  This  represents  an  increase  of  7 on 
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i he  notifications  received  in  1948  and  an  incidence  rale  ol  tuberculosis 
of  3.26  per  1 ,000  population  as  compared  with  3.04  in  1948.

During  the  summer  ol  1949  a number  of  cases  ol  Paratyphoid 
lover  occurred  in  South  Tyneside.  The  outbreak  was  caused  by 
synlhet h cream.  I here  were  in  all  41  cases  and  ol  these  29  occurred  in 
J arrow.  There  were  no  deaths  but  some  of  the  cases  were  seriously  ill. 
The  type  ol  organism  was  paratvphoid  B phage  type  3,\.  I his  is  a 
coinparaliveh  rare  t\pe  but  it  has  been  found  in  some  other  parts  ol  the 
country. 

\ great  deal  ol  work  was  involved  in  tracing  contacts  and  others 
who,  while  not  sulVering  I rom  svmptoms  ol  the  disease,  harboured  the 
organism.  317  bacteriological  specimens  were  examined  and  reported 
on  b\  the  Public  Health  Laboratorv.

I'he  case  was  not  confirmed  bv  the 
Ministrv  ol  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  Notice  (Form  A)  declaring 
the  premises  to  be  a Swine  Fever  tnlecled  Place  was  withdrawn. 

Regulation  ol  Movement  of  Swine  Orders,  1922-1936. 

Thirtv  swine  were  moved  into  the  Borough,  under  licence  in  accord- 
ance with  the  above  Order.  The  premises  were  visited  and  the  swine 
inspected.  A person  was  warned  who  proposed  to  move  swine  during 
the  twenty-eight  davs  detention  on  the  premises.

Stock-keepers  records  o|  movements  ol  animals  have  been  checked 
and  the  necessity  for  proper  and  accurate  records  to  be  kept  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  owners.

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  twelfth  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1949. 

Shops  Acts,  1912-1938. 

In  the  administration  of  the  above  Acts,  452  shops  are  subject  to 

inspection. 

There  are  60  unoccupied  shops  in  the  Borough. 

B\  Home  Office  Circular  No.  204  1949  dated  20th  September,  1949, 
the  closing  hours  for  the  winter  months  came  into  force  on  Sundav,  6th 
November  last.  This  Defence  Regulation  60  AB  fixed  the  closing  hours 
for  shops  at  7-30  p.m.  on  the  late  day  and  6 p.m.  on  other  days,  and 
1 p.m.  on  the  early  closing  day. 

The  Regulation  continues  until  Saturday,  the  4th  March,  1950. 
There  were  certain  exceptions  and  these  shops  were  permitted  to 
remain  open  until  9 p.m.  on  the  late  day  and  8 p.m.  on  other  days. 

The  Council  made  an  Order  relating  to  barbers  and  hairdressers 
under  which  the  closing  hours  were  fixed  at  8 p.m.  on  the.  late  day  and 
7 p.m.  on  other  days,  except  1 p.m.  on  the  early  closing  day. 
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There  were  no  extensions  of  hours  during  t he  Christmas  period.
